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FOREWORD. 


This  bibliography  includes  books,  some  popular,  some  more 
advanced,  and  a  few  more  devotional  in  character,  on  the  Bible,  as 
a  whole,  on  particular  bioks  and  on  particular  subjects.  It  has 
been  purposely  reduced  to  the  narrowest  compass,  so  as  to  include 
only  one,  or  at  most  two  books,  on  an}^  one  subject.  The  selection 
has  been  made  chiefly  with  a  view  to  cheapness  and  popularit}^  of 
style.  It  is  the  work  of  a  small  sub-committee  of  the  Movement. 
It  is  hoped  that  students  will  use  it  to  help  them  in  their  private 
study.  Three  points  ma}^  be  emphasised  : — 

1.  The  necessity  of  using  a  Revised  Version,  which  includes 

the  A'pocry'pha. 

2.  In  seme  ways  it  is  economical  to  buy  a  few  large  books 

rather  than  many  small  ones.  There  is  the  additional 
advantage  of  having  the  subject  treated  from  one 
point  of  view  rather  than  from  several  slightly 
differing  ones. 

3.  Students  do  not  make  enough  use  of  reference  libraries 

in  theiv  studies.  All  good  public  libraries  will 
include  the  dictionaries  mentioned  in  this  list.
